The  company  has  appeared  on  a previous 
license  application  but  the  bona  fides  of  the  company  have 
not  been  verified  by  a Blue  Lantern  check.

Automated  Export 
Data  (AES)  indicates  that  items  worth  $30,243  were  shipped 
from  the  U.S.  on  13  September  2008. 

15.  ACTION  BERLIN:  Department  also  requests  that  Embassy  make 
appropriate  inquiries  to  verify  the  bona  fides  of  foreign 
intermediate  consignee  Advanced  Sensors  Calibration  GmbH,  and 
to  confirm  the  legitimacy  of  this  transaction.
